WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—President 
Wilson, in a proclamation made pub­ 
lic today, calls on every American to 
join the American Red Cross during 
Christmas roll call week, Dec. 16 to 
23, and thus send forth to the whole 
human family the Christmas greet­ 
ing for which it waits and for which 
it stands in greatest need." The proc­ 
lamation, prepared before the presi­ 
dent departed for Europe, follows: 
“To the American 
People: 
One 
year ago 22,000,000 Americans by 
enrolling as members of the Red 
Cross at Christmas time, sent to the 
men who were fighting our battle 
overseas, a stimulating message of 
cheer and good will. They made it 
clear that our people were of their 
own free choice united with the gov­ 
ernment in the determination, not 
only to wage war with the instru­ 
ments of destruction, but also by ev­ 
ery means in their power to repair 
the ravages of the invader and sus­ 
tain and renew the spirit of the army 
and of the homes which they repre­ 
sented. The friends of the American 
Red Cross in Italy, Belgium and 
France have told and will tell again, 
the story of hotv the Red Cross work­ 
ers restored morale in the hospitals 
in the camps, and at the 
canton­ 
ments, and we ought 
to be very 
proud that we have been permitted 
to be of service to those whose suf­ 
ferings and whose glory are the her­ 
itage of humanity. 
Message of Peace. 
"Now, by God's grace, the Red 
Cross Christmas message of 1918 is 
to be a message of peace as well as 
a message of good will. But peace 
does not mean that we can fold our 
hands. 
It sneaks further sacrifice. 
We must prove conclusively to an at­ 
tentive world that America is perm­ 
anently aroused to the needs of the 
new era, our old indifference going 
forever. 
"The exact nature of the future 
service of the Red Gross will depend 
upon the program of the associated 
governments, but there is immediate 
need today for every 
heartening 
word and for every helpful service. 
We must not forget that our soldiers 
and our sailors are still under ord­ 
ers and still have duties to perform 
of the highest consequence and that 
the Red Cross Christmas member­ 
ship means a great deal to them. The 
people of the saddened lands, more­ 
over, returning home today where 
there are no homes, must have the 
assurance that the hearts of our peo­ 
ple are with them in the dark and 
doubtful days ahead. Let us, so far 
sh we cen, help them back to faith 
In merry and in future happiness.

Influenza Expected to Lurk for Months. 
Hew to Guard Against Pneumonia. 
Common Colds Highly Catching—Im­ 
portance of Suitable Clothing—Could 
Save 100*000 Lives. 


Washington, D. C.—With the subsid­ 
ence of the epidemic of influenza the 
attention of health ofiicera is directed 
to pneumonia, bronchitis and ether 
diseases of the respiratory system 
which regularly cause a large number 
of deaths* especially during the winter 
season. 
According to Rupert Blue, 
Burgeon General of the United States 
Public Health Service, these diseases 
will be especially prevalent this win­ 
ter unless the people are particularly 
careful to obey health instructions. 
"The present epidemic,” said Sur­ 
geon General'Blue, ‘‘has taught by bit­ 
ser experience how readily a condition 
beginning apparently as a slight cold 
may go on to pneumonia and death. 
Although the worst of the epidemic is 
over, there will continue to be a large 
number of scattered cases, many of 
them mild and unrecognized, which 
will be danger spots to he guarded 
against.” The Stirgeon General likened 
the present situation 
that after a 
great fire, saying, “No fire chief who 
understands his business stops playing 
the hose on the chaired debris as soon 


bs the flamed and risible tire have dis­ 
appeared. 
On the contrary, he con­ 
tinues the Water for hours and even 
days, for he knows that there Is dan­ 
ger of the fire rekindling from smol­ 
dering embers.” 
Then you fear another outbreak of 
Influenza? he was asked. “Not neces­ 
sarily another large epidemic,” said 
the Surgeon General, “but unless the 
people learn to realize the seriousness 
of the danger they will be compelled to 
pay a heavy death tifll from pneumo­ 
nia and other respiratory diseases. 


Common Colds Highly Catching. 
“It is encouraging to observe that 
:>eople are beginning to learn that nr- 
ilnary eougtus and colds are highly 
“arching and are spread from person 
!*> person by means of droplets of 
fterm laden mucus. Such droplets are 
sprayed Into the air when careless or 
ignorant people cough or sneeze with­ 
out covering their mouth and nose. It 
Is also good to know that people have 
learned something about the value of 
fresh air. 
In summer, when people) 
are largely out of doors, the respira­ 
tory diseases (coughs, colds, pneumo­ 
nia, etc.) are Infrequent; in the fall* - 
as people begin to remain indoors, the 
respiratory diseases increase; in the 
cinter, when people are prone to stay 
lb badly ventilated, overlieated rooms* 
the respiratory diseases become very 
prevalent. 


Suitable Clothing Important. 
Still another factor In (Tie produc­ 
tion of colds, pneumonia and other re-. 
sp ira tory diseases is carelessness or Ig­ 
norance of the people regarding suit­ 
able clothing daring the seasons when 
the weather suddenly changes, slttin; 
in warm rooms too heavily dressed or, 
what is even more common, especially 
among women, dressing so lightly that 
windows are kept dosed in order to be 
comfortably warm. This is a very in­ 
jurious practice.
